London, Nov. 2. — Severe distress ia 
feared in the districts of Saugur, Jub 
bulpur, Nurraingpur, Poslmngnbad and 
a part of Raipur, and in the central 
provinces. The general prospects in 
Bengal are gloomy, and if there is no 
rain in November the distress may be 
serious in a part of Fatnabhajalpur. 
These fears, however, are perhaps 
exaggerated. Relief works have 
been opened in three districts of 
Upper Burmah, and relief ia likely to be 
wanted everywhere in Berar. Distress 
is also expected in Hyderabad, Bhurt- 
pur, Dholpur, Jaisalmere, Bikanir, Tonk, 
Gwalior, and in parts of Bagkelkhand 
and Bundelkand. The prices of wheat 
in the Punjaub are from eight to ten 
seera per rupee, in Bombay from ten to 
twelve seers. The effect of the railway 
facilities will be to make the distress lees 
intense. 

A few small riots have been reported, 
mostly owing to the export of wheat 
having the effect of raising prices. The 
troops have twice been called out, once 
unnecessarily. Several thousand tons 
of California wheat have reached Cal- 
cutta, and 30,000 tons are believed to 
have been bought for India, but the 
home prices are said to be rising. When 
the news of this report reached Jubbul- 
pur the price fell from S'.j to 10 seers per 
rupee. There are 62,800 persons em- 
ployed in relief work. 

Sir Richard Temple, who has had ex- 
perience in Indian affairs since 1840, 
who was at one time secretary to Sir 
John Lawrence, finance minister of In- 
dia from ISfkS to 1S74, has been inter- 
viewed on tho threatened Indian fam- 
ine. Sir Richard alluded to the import 
of California wheat as a unique 
factor in the situation. He said: 
" It appears that this wheat 
can be loaded at Calcutta 
and sold from S to seers per rupee. 
Such a possibility was never dreamed of 
in my time. It this be true it will 
suffice to fill the shortage in the Indian 
supply. Certainly American wheat sold 
in India at that price will sudice the dis- 
tressed districts. I do not see the need 
for the government to intervene in this 
mat'er. If the thing can be done traders 
will do it better. 1 think this ia a mat- 
ter of vital importance, which tlio gov- 
ernment should immediately verify if it 
is possible, and if so they should not in- 
tervene. If the American supply failed 
then I do not think there is sufficient 
wheat in India to meet the scarcity, and 
the government may have to buy sup- 
plies wherever a favorable opportunity 
oilers. " 

In an editorial on to-day's election in 
the United States the Times warns Brit- 
ish investors, in the eventof Mr. Bryan's 
election, against frantically throwing 
their stacks upon a disorganized market. 
A dispatch to the Times from New York 
gives as the correspondent's impression, 
gained from an interview with Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, that he did not seem to regard 
a new tariff as a vital necessity to Amer- 
ican industry, and did not appear to be 
animated by hostility towards England. 

Special dispatches from New York to 
all of the morning papers reflect the im- 
pression of the correspondents that there 
is increasing confidence in the success of 
Mr. McKinley. None of them, how- 
ever, indulges in any prediction as to 
the extent of his majority. 
. The Queen sent a message to the Vice- 
roy of India expressing sympathy with 
the people who are suffering from famine 
caused by the failure of summer rains, 
and promising assistance. 

\ dispatch from Paris to the Chronicle 
reports the arrival there of Count Her- 
bert Bismarck and says that ifl conversa- 
tion with his intimate associates he de- 
fends his father's disclosures regarding 
the entente between Russia and Ger- 
many between 188 1 and 1890 as neither 
senile nor undutiful, but as having been 
induced by patriotism. 

News lias been received from Sucre, 
Bolivia, that the commission of foreign 
affairs of the senate has presented a mo- 
tion in that body for the recognition by 
Bolivia of the Cuban insurgents as bel- 
ligerents. 

The Morning Post has a despatch from 
Berlin which reports thivt the govern- 
ment lias decided not to prosecute the 
authors of the disclosures regarding Ger- 
many's relations with Russia. 

The Times this morning announces 
that it will issue on November a fac 
simile reproduction of the Times of 
November 9, 1700, containing Washing- 
ton's farewell address. 

Sir H. II. Kitchener, commander-in- 
chief of the Egyptian troops, started 
from Cairo for London this morning to 
confer with the British war office in re- 
gard to the immediate advance of the 
Soudan expedition from Dongola to 
Khartoum. 

President Zelaya has published a de- 
cree granting unconditional amnesty to 
the greater part of those prominent in 
the Niearaguan revolution of last Febru- 
ary and the conspiracy of September. 

The gold yield for tho colony of Vic- 
toria, Australia, for the first three quar- 
ters of the present year amounts to oSli,- 
312 ounces, an increase of 31,000 'ounces 
over the same period of 1S95. 

Col. Cecil Rhodes and Capt. Ferena, 
with 35 burghers, captured and burned 
Pangois Kraal, Matabeleland, on Satur- 
day, killing 31 rebels, including three 
chiefs.

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Henry L. Stoddard Predicts the 
Election of McKiiiley— A Record 
Breaking- Campaign. 



Interesting Figures — Nearly Two- 
Thirds of the Electoral Vote 
Will Be Republican, 



Henry L, Stoddard has contributed to 
some of the papers on the other side 
of the lines the subjoined summary of 
the situation : 

This has been a record-breaking cam- 
paign in many ways, but in none will it 
prove to be unoro so than its final re- 
sult. It is going to smash into smither- 
eens the high-water marks of past elec- 
tion figures. It is no news to say that 
McKinley ia going to be elected. It may 
be news, however, to hear at this time 
that he will not get leas than Chairman 
Hanna's cl;\iin of ;?02 out of 447 electoral 
votes, and that behind those voles will be 
marshaleJ by far the largt at inaj n i'y that 
any presidential candidate ever had over 
another, and a house of representatives 
overwhelmingly favorable to the policies 
to which the new president, is committed. 
A popular, majority has not gone with an 
electoral majority since Giant polled 
703,000 more votes than Greeley iu L872, 
and had 55.011 per cent, of the total, 
though Tilden had 50.94 per cent, of it 
in 1S70 against 47.95 for Hayes. Lin- 
coln, in ISiiO, secured only 39.91 per 
cent, oi the entire vote east in the 
country, and in neither of his three cam- 
paigns has Cleveland had more than a 
plurality over Harrison and Blaine. 

The only presidents who ever received 
a majority of the popular vote are 
Andrew Jackson, Martin Van Buren, 
"William Henry Harrison, FranKlin 
Pierce, Lincoln (in JSC!}) and Grant. 
All the others since 1S28, when the first 
full vote of the states was taken, 
have failed, Harrison in 1SSS and Hayes 
in 187G falling short even of a 
plurality. McKinley 's majority in the 
electoral college being assured, it will be 
interesting to learn how much more 
deeply he is to bury free silver isia in the 
popular vote. After looking over the 
voting strength of some of the states 
that he will carry I believe that McKin- 
ley will get nearly a two-thirds vote 
throughout the country, for even where 
he will lose states in the South his pop- 
ular vote is going to b6 close to that of 
Bryan. The popular vote has increased 
at the rate pi aljout 750,000 every four 
years, and in 1892 it reached l'2,110,oo6. 
It is well known, though, that iu that 
year many Republicans refused to go to 
the polls, and it can easily he assumed 
therefore that about lo,200,000 votes will 
be cast next month. Sixty per cent, of 
that would give McKinley 7,920,000 of 
these, with 4,884,000 for Bryan and the 
remaining 396,000 distributed between 
Palmer and Buckner and the Pro- 
hibitionists. These figures may seem 
extravagant, but it is to be re- 
membered that the two states of New 
York and Pennsylvania will alone con- 
tribute half a' million majority for Mc- 
Kinley, and there will come out of New 
England such Republican figures as were 
never seen before. Geography, however, 
in my opinion, will not mark the lines of 
McKin ley's great vote. It will come 
from the South as from the North, and I 
believe, too, that it will come from the 
AVest. Twenty-four years have elapsed 
since such a vote as Grant's was polled 
over Greeley, but more than that many 
years are likely to pass before the equal 
of the McKinley figures will be reached 
by other candidates. 

A glance at the popular vote of some 
recent presidential elections may be of 
interest in this connection, and I have 
dug out the official figures as far back as 
1872 :

If I had to drop out any of the states 
classed as safe for McKinley I would not 
know which of them to take, unless it be 
little Delaware with its three votes. 
Certainly none of the twenty odd states 
through which I have recently traveled, 
West and South, judged by the senti- 
ment I found to exist, and which has 
materially strengthened of late, can be 
taken from McKinley. Thpse include 
even Michigan, Kansas and Nebraska 
— the only three in which 1 have aten 
any evidences of weakness. It can read- 
ily be understood that Nebraska, proud 
of ita distinction as the home of 
a presidential nominee, would hesitate 
to reject the honor of being tho first 
far western state to have a presi- 
dent taken from witiiin its limits, and 
Kansas is the centre of the Populist 
strength. Whatever doubt there may 
he about Michigan comes from the fact 
that it is the only state in which Bryan 
mado any favorable impression upon the 
peoole. That state embraced greenback- 
ism to a very largo degree at the ti me 
that that craze swept over the hind, and 
in this campaign it has not until re- 
cently had tho close organization and 
thorough campaign work which other 
doubtful states have had. National Com- 
mitteeman Durbin, of Indiana, who has 
just gone to Michigan to close up the 
light there, was sent into the state six- 
weeks ago by Chairman Hanna because 
of the conditions to which I have re- 
ferred, and his en.ergy gave the canvass 
there a much-needed impetus. Michi- 
gan will be won, however, because of 
Hon Dickinson's bolt from Bryan, if by 
no other influence.

It will be noted that I have put Bry- 
an's vote at 4,fi84,000, which is onlv 
672,918 less than Cleveland had in 1802. 
Of Democratic votes, Bryan, of course, 
will really lose much more than this net 
decrease, for it is to be borne in mind 
that Weaver's 1,041,028 votes arc trans- 
ferred to the Bryan column by the Pop- 
ulist fusion, and it is likely that at least 
(100,(100 of tiietn will go there. Were 
Bryan to poll the Populist and Demo- 
cratic strength of L892 he would have 
0,597,946 votes, so that on my estimate 
he will really fall 1,713,940 votes behind 
the 1892 poll of die political forces which 
ho claims to represent. These figures 
also indicate a plurality for McKinley of 
3,036,000 over Bryan, and a majority of 
2,040,000 over all of his competitors. 
They look like tremendous ligttres now, 
and few people, perhaps, will indorse 
the.n, but I have faith iu them, and be- 
lieve the result will not be far out of 
range of the above percentage and what 
it shows in figures. 

The five weeks' tour I have just con- 
cluded for the Now York Mail and Ex- 
press through fifteen of the once doubt- 
ful states of tho central and far West 
and the South lias impressed me far 
more than I had anticipated with the 
deep patriotic feeling of the people when 
they are aroused as they have been in 
this campaign to national dangers. We 
go back to wa r tiineH for a parallel, but 
even the days oi LS(H do not meet these 
in tho intensity of feeling shown, as the 
elictinn figures prove. Lincoln defeated 
Douglas by only a few hundred thousand 
votes, anil failed to get 40 per cent, of 
tho vote cast. No sane person doubts 
fiat McKinley will poll more than 
f"> ) per cent. of tho popular 
vote, and there are those who put 
his percentage as high as 70. 1 have 
fixed it at a little over (iu per cent., and

Vancouver, Nov. 2.— The Philhar- 
monic Society lias 02 active members, 
who are practising Bennett's " May 
Queen " and Spohr'a " God, Thou Art 
Great!"

There has been a decided falling oh" in 
the police court convictions this month. 
There were in all 75 cases, as follows: 
Vagrancy, 27; shopbreaking, 4; drunk, 
17 ; absence from ship without leave, 1 ;

The remains were taken 
east to London, Ontario, for interment. 

The members of the Japanese night 
school celebrated the birthday of H.I.H. 
Emperor of Japan on Monday night by 
a concert and patriotic speeches. 

An urgent appeal is to be made by the 
Anglicans of this city and the diocese of 
Xew Westminster in general for aid to- 
ward their Chinese mission work. East- 
ern help is needed unless this is to bu 
entirely suspended, for the local anti- 
Chinese feeling makes it most difficult 
to collect funds in British Columbia.

Kossi.ANo, Oct. 25. — Mr. George Good- 
erham, the Toronto millionaire,' and his 
son-in-law, Mr. T. G. Blackstock, ar- 
rived last evening. They purchased a 
three-quarter interest last month in the 
Crown Point, They are spending large 
sums on machinery, but do not expect to 
send large quantities of ore to the smel- 
ter before another year. 

The town is very much excited over 
the Jumbo mine. It seems this mine 
has never shipped one pound of ore, yet 
at one time tho stock was as high ns if I 
per share. The present price here is tit) 
cents. For weeks past no information 
could be obtained ad to what was going 
on at the mine and holders of the 
stock were looking blue. To-day 
it transpires that a large body 
of high grade ore has been in 
sight for over a week, and the company 
have quietly been making arrangements 
to ship. It seems, while running the 
tunnel east, a 12-foot vein was passed 
over two months ago. The tunnel was 
continued east for some distance, then 
turned north for 100 feet and then west 
until the 12-foot vein was again struck. 
The owners now claim they have a 12- 
foot vein 100 feet long and 160 feet in 
height. Contracts were let to-day for 
ore chutes from tho tunnel, o25 feet, to 
the wagon road. The mine is situated 
put three-quarters of a mile from the 
Red Mountain railroad, tho rails of 
which, it ia expected, will pass the prop- 
erty within three weeks. There are some 
fifty men actively developing the mine 
at present. 

Richard Arm strong, barrister, Toronto, 
representing a number of Eastern capi- 
talists, arrived on Monday. He was 
sent up to investigate several properties 
that had been bonded. Already he bus 
discovered in one instance where irre- 
sponsible agents here were employed 
that his clients have been swindled. 
Their title is not worth anything ; what 
they considered a mine ami paid for, is 
at best a prospect; their own names 
have been injured una their cash has 
been gobbled. The thing that strikes 
one as most peculiar is how business 
men, trained to caution by experience, 
can bo roped into gold mining deals of 
the most wildcat nature at the risk of 
losing their names and money. No man 
m-exl expend one cent upon a problem- 
atical scheme here. There are many re- 
liable sources of information, all of which 
would, if appealed to, be only too glad 
to furnish the exact truth us far as it is 
known. 

Mr. J, F. McLaughlin, of Toronto, one 
of the chief promoters of the Northern 
Belle, arrived in camp ou Saturday and 
intends remaining until spring. Tho 
company is expending a large sum on 
machinery, and development work is 
being actively pushed. Those who were 
able to obtain the treasury stock some 
months ago imagine they have a good 
thing since they have removed it from 
the market. Mr. McLaughlin says there 
are no Northern Belle treasury shares for 
sale at present. 

Building operations continue most 
active. One of the town oflieials in- 
formed me that over 700 wooden houses 
had been erected during the past four 
weeks. The commonest kind of lumber 
is selling at $14 per thousand and is as 
much in demand as gold. Coal is worth 
one and one-half cents per pound, while 
firewood brings $5 per cord. Crowds 
continue to arrive daily. The weather is 
line. Charles T. Long.

TO-DAY'S ELECTION. 



The Presidential election is going on 
to-day. The people of the United States 
are in a fever of anxiety, and no wonder. 
A very great deal depends upon the re- 
sult of the election. In the opinion of 
the best and wisest United States citizens 
the prosperity of the nation and its 
honor depend upon the result. They 
believe if Brynn is elected that the busi- 
ness of the country will be thrown into 
utter confusion, that the public credit 
will be destroyed, and that the United 
States will full very low indeed in the 
esteem of the civilized world. They are 
convinced that the Bryan policy if 
carried out means national repudiation, 
and national repudiation means 
nothing more nor less than national 
disgrace. It is no wonder therefore that 
there are millions in the United States 
who will this evening wait for the pub- 
lication of the election returns with the 
deepest anxiety. 

It is generally believed that the vic- 
tory will bo for sound money and the 
preservation of the national honor, for 
happily this is what the candidature of 
Mr. McKinley has come to stand for. 
The election has been run as far as it is 
possible in these days for an election to 
be run on a single issue. Silver or gold 
is the alternative on which the people 
are voting, and the prospect happily is 
that gold will win. 

The campaign has been a singular 
one in many respects. Bryan is 
a rare political phenomenon. Never 
before in the United States or 
in fact anywhere else did a 
public man rise to importance 80 
suddenly. On the day of the meeting of 
the Chicago convention he was a no- 
body, Not one American in a thousand 
knew of his existence, and the few who 
did know him had no idea that he would 
ever become prominent in the Republic. 
A day or two afterwards he was talked 
about by everyone. He at a single leap 
jumped from obscurity to eminence; 
and, what is perhaps more singular, he 
has ever since held the position he at- 
tained so suddenly. He has gone throuuh 
a most arduous campaign most credit- 
ably. He has met the ablest men of the 
United States and held his own. He 
has faced a fierce, a vigorous and a 
vigilant opposition without flinching. 
He has done an immense amount of 
hard work and he has retained his 
popularity to the last. He went up like 
a rocket, but he has not come down like 
n stick. He taught what we believe to 
be outrageously false doctrine, but he 
taught it like a man who was convinced 
of its truth. If Bryan is beaten, as we 
hope and believe he will be, the last, we 
are satisiied, has not been heard of him. 

The character of the people of the 
United States for discernment and in- 
telligence has suffered greatly during the 
campaign that) has justended. They ap- 
pear to have been given over to strong 
delusion, for it is a delusion of the 
most obvious kind to believe that 
a government can raise the value of sil- 
ver nearly 100 per cent., and it is on this 
delusion that the whole Bryanite cur- 
rency system rests. He did not propose 
to pay all debts, public and private, with 
dollars worth lifty cents or a little more. 
The rascality of this proposal would be 
too glaring to be entertained by men 
making any pretensions to honesty, but 
he tried to make the people believe that 
under his system the price of silver 
would be eo raised that before long six- 
teen ounces of silver would be worth one 
of gold, or that silver would he nearly 
doubled in price. This prediction hun- 
dreds of thousands took for evidence and 
argument and believed that they were 
reasonable in so doing. That they did 
so proves that they were sadly wanting 
in intelligence and in reasoning power. 
We do not believe that in Canada the 
most popular of politicians or the most 
eloquent of orators could prevail upon a 
tithe of the electors to entertain Bryan's 
currency theory for a single moment. 



orany sincerity in their condemnation of 
the taritT, repeated wo do not like to say 
how many times or in how many places, 
they should bo so well acquainted with 
it both in principle and detail as to he 
able to set about the work of revision 
without the slightest investigation. But 
the truth is their denunciations of the 
tariff were not founded on an intimate 
knowledge of its operation. When they 
uttered them thoy felt they had but little 
responsibility for what they said. But 
their position is very different now. 
They know that they will be held strict- 
ly to account by friends aa well as op- 
ponents for every change that they pro- 
pose to make, and they consequently 
must be prepared to give a reason for all 
that they uo or propose to do. 

AVo have no doubt that Sir Richard 
Oartwright, Mr. Paterson and Mr. Field- 
ing will bo surprised and edified by what 
they hear if their inquiry is to bo any- 
thing more than a sham. They will 
find that some of the most enthusiastic 
of their Liberal supporters are out-and- 
out protectionists, who will stoutly op- 
pose taking from any article in whose 
production they are interested the pro 
tection that is now extended to it. They 
will learn that the number of free- 
traders, when it comes to the pinch, are 
very few indeed, and they will be forced 
to conclude that if they, as they prom 
ifed, set about eliminating the protective 
element from the tariff they will make a 
great many more enemies than friends 
among the Liberals themselves. Mr. Lau- 
rier found this out in his peregrinations, 
and this is what caused him to drop free 
trade altogether before the campaign 
was nearly concluded. The Montreal 
Gazette, in an article on the tariff in- 
quiry, very shrewdly remarks: 

If the tariff inquiry the Ministers are 
about to make is as full as it ought to be, 
and as fair as it should be, if it is carried 
out with the object of discovering all the 
facts of the case, and not for the purpose 
of getting .arguments to back up 
a tariff theory, the changes that will 
he made in the tariff will be very short 
of revolutionary, and it will be a long 
time before the last vestige, of protection 
is eliminated from the customs sche- 
dules. If, on the other hand, the minis- 
ters think more of their theories than 
they do oi the country, and seek to apply 
to Canada's tariff, principles thatare not 
suited to a country in her situation, and 
that are even being questioned in the 
land that gave them birth,, then it will 
bs bad for Canadians, but worse for the 
Government and its party, which will 
repeat here the experience that has 
ruined the Democratic party in the 
United States.

The Toronto Globe believes that the 
faith of nations in the providence of God 
has almost wholly disappeared.

Vet it would have Great 
Britain, depending on the righteousness 
of its cause and trusting in Providence, 
run all risks and face all opposition. 
This is how it puts the case : 

Here is the whole caEe: The powers 
distrust each other, but more especially 
England, and will not move for fear some 
one will gain an advantage. England 
dare not move alone, for all the world 
seems to be against her. And all the 
world is against her because her insati- 
able thirst for dominion and her amaz- 
ing success in obtaining it has created 
a universal envy and distrust which 
amounts in many cases to positive 
hatred. Statesmen prove conclusively 
that England would be powerless alone ; 
that a general war would ensuo upon 
her interference, and that the war would 
result in her ceasing to be the supreme 
eea power. In all this there is no 
thought of God as a factor in human af- 
fnire. The atheism is absolute. The 
whole case is a simple matter of count- 
ing nosus and guns. There is not the 
slightest trace of that chivalrous faith 
which sent the lion-hearted Richard to 
rescue the sacred sepulchre from the 
bands of the unbeliever. 

In the opinion of the Globe the Ar- 
menian question ia a case of " Do right 
though the Heavens should fall." But 
are men in order to prove their faith re- 
quired by the Christian religion to do 
what is, to all appearance, impossible? 
If, according to human reason, following 
a certain course is sure to involve the 
destruction of thousands and to bring 
misery and sorrow upon millions, and 
may, after all sacrifices are made, end in 
the destruction of the nation, are those 
who decline to follow it to be accused of 
want of faith in God? 

In private life is a man expected, 
even to accomplish what appears to him 
a good object, to run tho risk of doing 
grievous injury to himself and all who 
are dependent on him? Would not even 
the Christian friends of such a man try 
to dissuade him from flying in the face 
of Providence? Would they not tell him 
that there were other duties which had 
a prior right to be considered, and other 
claims more important than those for 
whose sake ho proposed to do and to 
sacrifice uo much? Would they not 
argue that if it, was tho inten- 
tion of Providence that he should 
engage in the work he proposed 
to undertake a way would be 
opened to him in good time which 
would enable him to begin it with some 
proBpect of success? Would they not 
say that to attempt what was, as far as 
human reason could discern, impossible, 
was fanaticism and not religion? And 
would not ninety-nine good people out 
of n hundred admit the justness and the 
forco of these remonstrances? And aro 



the responsibilities of the men to whom 
are entrusted for a time the destinies of 
a nation quite as great na are, say those 
of tho father of a family? 

Granting that the case of the Arme- 
nians is a mo3t pitiful one, deserving 
the sympathy and tho help of every 
Christian man and woman in the world, 
and that it is tho duty of all Christians 
to do everything that is possible to stay 
tho hand of the persecuting oppressor, 
have not the people of Great 
Britain greater claims on tho caro and 
the consideration of Lord Salisbury and 
his colleagues in tho Government than 
havo the Armenians? Is it his plain 
duty to sacrifice the lives of thousands of 
British subjects, to expose the whole 
nation to intense suffering and to ex- 
pend millions of treasure in order to 
save from persecution the inhabitants of 
a few Armenian towns and villages? 

And does faith in God require him to 
do this when the circumstances are such 
as to warrant the belief that in all 
human probability the sacrifice 
will be made in vain? Is he 
to be called an atheist because 
he refrains irom rushing to the 
rescue of the Armenians at the ex- 
pense of the people for whose welfare he 
is responsible? Are nations war- 
ranted in expecting what appears to be a 
miraculous interposition of Providence 
in their favor, even when they believe 
the cause they champion is a righteous 
one ? 

Tho Globe admits that" statesmen 
conclusively prove that England would 
be powerless alone." That being the 
case, would it not be foolishness in its 
Government, and would they not be 
wickedly wanting in their duty to the 
people of Great Britain, if they allowed 
the nation to go into the war alone? So 
fir from believing that there is no 
thought of God as a factor in human af- 
fairs in the reasoning of these states- 
men, it seems to us that their 
deciding not to plunge their country 
into war, with all the civilized world 
against it, shows clearly that their de- 
sire to do right— what is pleasing to God 
—is at the bottom of their decision. In 
fact, we cannot understand a statesman 
who is rational as well as God-fearing 
doing anything else. 

The Globe prefers the promptings oi 
tho blind, uninformed instinct of the 
people to the calmly reasoned decision 
of statesmen who have a full knowledge 
of all the circumstances and who have 
given the whole situation earnest and 
deep consideration, as it says: "For if 
there is no God the statesmen of Eng- 
land are right. If there is a God the 
people of England are right." Time will 
tell whether the prudent statesmen who 
feel the full weight of their responsibili 
ties have chosen the right course or 
whether they ought to havo followed the 
policy advised by the pious people who 
accuse them of atheism because they 
have not rushed headlong into a war 
the end of which and the consequences 
of which no man living can foresee

That is "to say, if the length of 
his days would have been (10 years and 
he suicided at the age of 40. he will re- 
main an earth-bound, soul for 20 
years, during which time he will 
be in an immeasurably worse position 
than ho was in under tho condi- 
tions from which he hoped to escape. He 
has severed all connection with his body 
bv using mechanical means that only 
affect the body, but which cannot touch 
the real man. He may be said to be both 
on earth and in hell, for his desires are 
earth-bound with little means of gratify- 
ing his longings to come in touch with 
physical life. Mentally and continually 
re-enacting with awful vividness the 
tragedy by which he hindered his soul's 
pilgrimage, his state must be a veritable 
hell. Impressing mediums and sensi- 
tives with his thought he not infre-

The Baby of the Salmon Fleet Ar- 
rives—Condition of the 
" Umatilla." 



Not more welcome was the return of 
any of the Healing ileet this year than 
that of the Echooner Sadie Turpel, Capt. 
A. S. Crane, which made her appear- 
ance in port yesterday morning. She 
waa one of the three absentees of the 
sealing ileet, and although there was no 
apprehension concerning her safety, it 
was decidedly reassuring to those inter- 
ested in her, as also in the two still out, 
to see the trim little sealer lying snugly 
at anchor at James Bay, with no mourn- 
ful tale of the sea to relate. It waa on 
the 7th of October that the Turpol left 
Ounalaska on her return, and sho was 
then in company with the Dolphin, which 
reported a catch of 002 skins. Tlio Tur- 
pel, which had a catch of 800 for the 
sea and GOO for the Coast, s.iw nothing 
of the Dolphin after leaving port, and it 
is believed the hitter is now on the Coast 
landing her Indian hunters. The Tur- 
pel had to call at Masset, Queen Char- 
lotte islands, to land her crow, and Capt. 
Crane says the trip homo from there was 
marked by the most boisterous weather 
ho was ever in. Before leaving Oun- 
alaska he heard that the Mascot, the 
third sealer out, had intended leaving 
the Sea on September 27. To remain in 
the Sea longer than that date, Capt. 
Crane thinks simply impossible for a 
vessel of the Mascot's Eize, as she. could 
not hope to weather tiie gules that later 
in the year prevail. 

A VOYAGE FR05I CnrNA. 

Captain Wain wright, of the British 
ship Speke, which arrived in the Royal 
Roads from Singapore on Saturday even- 
ing, reports having experienced very 
rough weather on the voyage across. In 
a memorandum of the trip he states : 
" We arrived all well after a very stormy 
and tedious passage of 105 days. We 
encountered typhoons in China seas. 
The second typhoon waa encountered 
when we had just cleared the Kashi 
channel, and to avoid going ashore we 
were compelled to run before the gale 
for twelve hours back into the China 
Sea, thus sacrificing in a few hours what 
we had been three weeks gaining. 
We then decided to go north through 
Formosa chnnnal, and emerged into the 
Pacific Ocean when 42 days out. The 
third typhoon was encountered aiter en- 
tering the Pacific, on September 11, in 
lat. 32 long. 135 W. The ship came 
through fairly well, and beyond the loss 
of some sails blown out of the gaskets 
and the carrying away of the main royal 
yards, sustained no damage. On our ar- 
rival off the coast we were fifteen days 
before getting a chance to enter Puget 
Sound. We wore towed in by the tug 
Richard Holyoke." 

TIIK ,( PUEMiA's " DAMAGES. 

One thousand dollars fully covered the 
damage sustained by the steamship City 
of Puebla in her collision with an un- 
known bark off Otter Point a week asro 
Sunday evening. The steamship arrived 
from San Francisco yesterday afternoon 
looking in no way the worse tor the mis 
hap. She waa struck well forward by 
the stranger's how sprit, which wrought 
destruction in the steamer's upper works 
but did no nerious injury otherwise. 
The Puebla at the time was crossing the 
bow of the bark, Captain Debney not 
having noticed the vessel until she was 
into him. The identity of the bark is 
not known yet, and it is therefore proba- 
ble that nothing will ever be heard of 
the accident in court. The Puebla 
hrought nearly ninety tons of freight, 
but a very small number of passengers 
a "snowdrop." from sua. 

Instead of from the ground, as might 
almost have been expected from the low 
thermometer, it was from sea that a 
Snowdrop came on Sunday, the arrival 
being the baby of this season's salmon 
fleet. She is a British bark of 586 tons 
register and hails from Arieu, Chili, in 
ballast. She waa 64 days on the voyage 
and her orders are to load salmon at Vic- 
toria for Liverpool on li. P. Rithet it 
Co. 's account. Captain Foster, the ven- 
erable skipper of the Snowdop, reports 
nothing but rough weather on his trip. 
The vessel comes alormside the outer 
wharf to-day, where stevedores Gates 
and McDermott will immediately com- 
mence loading her. 

A SUGGESTIVE FIND. 

It has been reported that a double- 
ended boat, lightly builtand painted in- 
side and out of a'light blue, contour re- 
lieved with two dark green stripes; 
thwarts, bow and stern sheets also paint- 
ed dark green, has been picked up in the 
gulf about eight miles east of the Bal- 
linacs, says the Nanaimo Free Press. 
The boat contained f -v; oars, four pairs 
rowlocks and two grain sacks. Captain 
John Glaholm says that a boat answer- 



ing to that description was brought over 
to Vancouver by the steamer about a 
week ago consigned to a Capt. Morgan, 
who took it off the Blip, and baa not been 
there since. 

tiii: dmatilla's condition. 
The steamship Umatilla will come off 
Quartermaster dry dock the early part 
of this week. The numerous holes in 
her bottom have been covered in the in- 
side by inch boards fastened to the hull 
by bolts. Over these planks will be a 
coating of cement two feet thick. The 
Umatilla will take a cargo of wheat on 
the Sound and go to San Francisco, 
where permanent repairs will be made. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Steamer Tees, Captain Roberts, with 
a particularly heavy freight, left for 
West Coast points last evening, intend- 
ing to make the trip as far as Quat- 
sino. 

The Canadian-Australian steamship 
Warrimoo arrived, all well, at Sydney 
on Saturday.

COSTS AWARDED. 

Result of the Motion to Commit Mr. Hender- 
son for Contempt. 

The motion on behalf of the Consoli- 
dated Railway Co. to commit for con- 
tempt L. G. Henderson, proprietor of 
the British Columbia Commercial 
Journal, came before Mr. Justice 
Walkem yesterday. The motion was 
made because of an article in the Journal 
alleged to contain comments and state- 
ments calculated to prejudice tho fair 
trial of actions now pending in regard to 
the Point Ellico bridtro accident. 

Mr. A. F. McPhillips, who appeared 
for tho motion, stnted that at tho first 
opportunity after the appearance of tiie 
article complained of Mr. Henderson had 
published an apology, and under tho cir- 
cumstances it was not desired to press 
the motion. lie thought, however, that 
Mr. Henderson should pay the costs of 
the motion and that the paper bore- 
strained from publication of any further 
comments calculated to prejudice the 
fair trial of tho actions now before the 
courts. 

Mr. Henderson, who was present in 
court, expressed himself as content with 
this settlement, and tho court made an 
order giving tiie applicants costs and 
restraining the paper from publishing 
further comments calculated to interfere 
with tho fair trial of tho bridge actions.

Evidence As to the Assays Made by 
Donaldson and the Govern- 
ment Assayer. 



One Witness Says the Accused Ac- 
knowledged There Had Been 
No Mill Run. 



The preliminary heating of the J. A. 
Lawrence case was continued in the city 
police court yesterday forenoon, an ad- 
journment being then taken till Wednes 
day evening at S o'clock. Yesterday's 
evidence to a large extent referred to the 
assays made by Mr. Donaldson and at 
the government assay otlice. 

Alexander D. Donaldson, who, though 
not having a government certilicate, had 
practised assaying for a number of years 
and was also a practical miner, stated 
when called to the witness box, that he 
went to Goldstream with the accused in 
August last and brought back samples 
for assay. On the way home they met 
Capt. McOallutn, with whom the ac- 
cused had a conversation. On August 
15 witness staked out some claims with 
John Dalby and the Sniders, and sam- 
ples taken from a shot put into the 
creek went from $2 to $8. About Aug- 
ust L'i> or 24 the accused told witness 
that McOallum would probably take an 
interest in the claims and Lawrence gave 
witness a piece of ore to assay, tho result 
being $25 to the ton. Lawrence and Capt. 
McCallum had afterwards asked witness 
liiH opinion of the mine, and Lawrence 
told him that he had had a mill test 
made from 700 or S00 pounds of ore, 
which went $64. Witness asked Law- 
rence if Capt. McC-allura had been told 
of this mill run, and the accused an- 
swered no — that he had not wished to 
blow up the mine too much. Accused 
promised witness to show him the gold 
resulting from the mill run, and a few 
days afterwards showed him the piece 
of gold produced in court and claimed 
by Capt. McCallum as one of his speci- 
mens. Lawrence had asked witness if 
he would melt the ingot into a different 
shape. Later the accused told Capt. 
McCallum about the mill run, and when 
tho captain neked to see the icturns the 
accused had stated that his confi 
dential agent had them. In Septem 
her witness again went out to 
tho piine anil made about -15 assavs, 
but none of them were high. The wit 
ness spoke of the small piece of rich ore 
that Mr. Ditchburn had brought to the 
mine, and recognized the specimen pro- 
duced in court as the one. When the 
accused was spoken to about the big 
assay be claimed, bo pointed to a place 
where he said the sample came from. 
On October 1 Lawrence acknowledged to 
him that there iiad been no mill test. 

Herbert Carmichael, provincial as 
saver, stated that the accused had come 
to him to have assays made. Witness 
had been shown a piece of ore by the 
accused who said that he had loft some 
more of it at the assay oflice to be tried 
Witness, however, on going to the oflice 
found the samples there were of a differ- 
ent character. Mr. Lawrence expressed 
surprise when informed of the high 
assays of the samples he bad left. Capt. 
McCullum had also brought samples 
but they went very low. This was 
practically all the evidence put in yes 
terday, and the case was then adjourned 
till Wednesday evening at S o'clock.

The secretary of the Victoria Board of 
Fire Underwriters wrote transmitting 
two resolutions adopted at their annual 
meeting on October 21. The first asks 
that Mr, Hutchison, the electric light 
superintendent, be appointed inspector 
of electric wire installation, and that a 
by-law he introduced to regulate the 
same. The second resolution asks the 
adoption of Chief Deary's recommenda- 
tion for a fully paid fire department in 
placeof the present call system, as the 
change would be more in touch with 
modern ideas and would not add to the 
expense of the department. The matter 
of the first resolution was referred to the 
electric light coiiitui ttee ; and the Are 
brigade suggestion was referred to the 
council of next year.

Ald. Williams recalled the resolution 
which he had had carried some time ago, 
authorizing the engineer to employ what- 
ever force might be necessary to hasten 
the completion of the bridge ; and he ex- 
pressed regret that the result, had not 
been as desired. 

Ald. Marchant said he proposed 
within twenty-four hours, in order to 
bring this matter to a head, to put up a 
notice calling for the dismissal of the 
city engineer. He had found out, for 
instance, that the city is being charged 
ton dollars a day lor the pile driver "for 
all the time it has been there, three- 
fourths of which it lias not been in use. 
If the engineer could prove himself 
guiltless he (A Id. Marchant) would gladly 
acknowledge himself in the wrong. 

Ai.d. Wilso.v had not arrived when 
this bridge discussion took place, but 
coming in soon aftewards lie made a 
brief statement as chairman of the 
streets committee. Upon visiting the 
bridge on Saturday he had found, iie 
said, that it was open for foot tratlic, hut 
there was evidently some misunderstand- 
ing between the man in charge and the 
engineer. Mr. West said the engineer 
had told him not to obstruct the foot 
traffic by his preparations for erecting 
the truss; and he (Aid. Wilson) had in- 
formed Mr. West that the best thing iie 
could do would be to put on all the men 
possible and go on with the truss. The 
engineer this morning denied that lie 
had ever given Mr. West such instruc- 
tions, and lie was then requested to in- 
struct Mr. West to proceed with nil pos- 
sible haste. 

The Market Superintendent reported 
receipts of £117 for October. 

Tlie Chief of Po! ; ee called attention to 
the fact that tlie force have not been 
supplied with overcoats or waterproofs 
for six years, and that the health and 
comfort of the men is thereby en dan 
gered. He asked also that they be Bup 
plied with helmets in place of caps, and 
ha equipped with dark lanterns. The

letter was referred to the finance com 
mittee. 

A report from the finance committee 
recommending a grant of $250 to the 
Maternity Home was adopted. The same 
committee recommended that tenders bo 
called for the disposal of gnrbage, and 
that the purchasing agent be instructed 
to distribute as equally as possible all 
the blaeksmithing and shoeing required 
This also was adopted. 

THE Tit AM IV AY PROPOSAL. 

The council then went into committee 
of the whole to consider Aid. Marchant's 
proposition looking to the purchase of 
the tramway property in Victoria. 

Ai.d. Wilson pointed out that from 
the first the tramway has apparently 
been run at a loss, and he saw no pros- 
pect of a change until the population of 
the city at least doubles. 

The Mayor thought it would be very 
inadvisable to acquire tlie tramway 
property, though with regard to the elec- 
tric lighting department the case would 
be different. He pointed out, too, that 
the council would be powerless to act in 
this matter without a by-law authoriz- 
ing the assumption of the debt, and that 
this authority could not be obtained be- 
fore the sale of the tramway property, 
which is set to take place about the mid- 
dle of this month. 

Ald Williams could not see how the 
corporation could undertake anything of 
this kind at present ; though if the popu- 
lation increases rapidly it may beajnat- 
ter of regret that the electric railway ie 
not in the hands of the ci ty . 

Ai.d. Glover, too, could not see the 
use of talking about the matter at pre- 
sent. 

The resolution being put was lost, only 
Aid. Marchant and Macmillan voting lor 
it, The committee then rose. 

RAILWAY TO KOOTENAY. 

Ald, Macmillan moved the resolution 
of which he had given notice, that the 
provincial government should be mem- 
orialized to build a railway from the 
Coast to the Kootenay mining region. 

Ald, Williams pointed out that he 
already had a resolution before the 
council dealing with this matter of a 
railway to the Kootenay, which has 
stood ' over at the request of Aid. 
Humphrey. 

The Mayor said the propositions were 
entirely different, though dealing with 
the same matter, and this resolution 
was therefore not out of order. 

The resolution was then put and car- 
ried without dissent, and the councils of 
the other cities will be invited to co- 
operate. 

The council went into committee on 
Aid. Tiarks' by-law authorizing a loan 
of $150,000 for the construction of a steel 
and stone bridge at Point Ellice. In the 
discussion upon the rate of interest the 
debentures are to bear — which was fixed 
at -I per cent. — Aid. Macmillan prophesied 
that " the whole by-law will bo knocked 
into a cocked hat when the people get a 
chance at it." The committee rose and 
reported progress. 

WARD RE-DISTRIDCTION. 

Ald. Marchant moved that the wards 
re-distribution by-law be reconsidered, 
adopted and finally passed. 

Ai.d. Partridge asked the mover 
what is the assessed value of improve- 
ment in the Central ward under this 
new scheme. 

Ald. Marchant said it is $1,204,000. 

Ald. Partridge wished to know where 
these figures were obtained, as the city 
assessor cannot give the figures, but 
states that the revision is based on land 
and land only. He did not think that 
the council should go on without this 
information; and this made it all the 
more important t li tit the council should 
accept his suggestion to place the by-law 
before the people for their sanction be- 
fore putting it into effect. He would 
therefore move the resolution in this re- 
spect of which lie had given notice. It 
was in accordance with the ex- 
pressed wishes of Aid. Humphrey 
that he provided in this reso- 
lution that a majority of the 
votes cast should determine the 
fate of the by-law, instead of the 
three-fifths required for a loan, and he 
was sorry that Aid. Humphrey was not 
present this evening, as he felt that that 
gentleman would cast his vote in favor 
Of the proposition, which seconded by 
Aid. Williams he would move as fol- 
lows : 

"That the wards by-law 1S00 be not 
further proceeded with by the council 
until after a vote of the electors entitled 
to vote on a by-law for raising money 
upon the credit of tlie municipality has 
been taken and the by-law has received 
the assent of a majority of the voteB 
polled by such electors." 

Ald. Makchant protested that the 
figures iie used were given to him by 
the assessor ; but lie argued that even if 
the redistribution has been made on the 
basis of land values only, which lie could 
not either deny or affirm, the improve- 
ments would probably make no differ- 
ence as he thought the land had been 
about equally built upon in each of the 
wards. 

Ald. Macmillan spoke against the 
proposition to lay the by-law before tlie 
electors, as it would result in delay, 
but if this was to be done he 
suggested that the motion should 
be amended to provide that the voting 
should nut be confined to those entitled 
to vote on money by-laws, but that the 
list of voters for Mayor for 1890 should 
be used. 

The Mayor said this suggestion could 
be discussed later on, if it should be de- 
cided to submit tlie by-law. 

Ald, Cameron spoke against the pro- 
position because of the delay it would 
cause. 

Eleven o'clock— the hour for adjourn- 
ment—having arrived, it was decitled on 
motion of Aid. Marchant to remain in 
session until this matter should be de- 
cided. After further discussion the 
board divided on Aid, Partridge's reso- 
lution as follows :
